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Accused Colorado shooter silent, 
appears dazed in court hearing 


Investigation. 

Police say it could take 
months to learn what 
prompted midnight 
massacre at theatre 


A former doctoral student ac¬ 
cused of a deadly shooting 
rampage at a midmght show¬ 
ing of the new Batman movie 
in Colorado appeared in court 
for the first time on Monday, 
though he didn’t seem to be 
there at all. 

Unshaven and appearing 
dazed, James Holmes sat vir¬ 
tually motionless, his brown 
hair dyed a shocking shade of 
orange. It was the world’s first 
glimpse of the 24-year-old since 
Friday’s massacre left 12 dead 
and 58 injured in one of the 
worst mass shootings in U.S. 
history. 

Holmes didn’t say a word. 


Prosecutors said later they 
didn’t know if Holmes was on 
medication. Authorities have 
said he is being held in isola¬ 
tion. 

The hearing in Centennial, 
Colo., was also the first con¬ 
firmation that Holmes’ hair 
was coloured. Soon after the 
shooting, there were reports 
of his hair being red and that 
he called himself “the Joker” 
when he was arrested. The Jok¬ 
er is one of Batman’s enemies 
in the fictional Gotham and 
has brightly coloured hair. 
But it was not confirmed that 
Holmes told oflBcers he was 
Batman’s nemesis. 

Holmes, whom police say 
was clad in body armour and 
armed with an assault rifle, a 
shotgun and handguns during 
the attack, was refosing to co¬ 
operate in the investigation, 
authorities said. 

After the hearing, prosecu¬ 
tor Carol Chambers said that 


“at this point, everyone is in¬ 
terested in a fair trial with a 
just outcome for everybody in¬ 
volved.” Chambers said earlier 
that her ofiice is considering 
pursuing the death penalty 
against Holmes. She said a deci¬ 
sion will be made in consulta¬ 
tion with the victims’ families. 

Holmes is expected to be 
formally charged next Monday 
He is being held on suspicion of 
first-degree murder, and could 
face additional coimts of ag¬ 
gravated assault and weapons 
offences. He has been assigned 
a public defender. 

Security at the hearing was 
tight. Uniformed sheriff’s dep¬ 
uties were stationed outside, 
and deputies were positioned 
on the roofs of both court 
buildings at the Arapahoe 
County Justice Center.

Police 

investigating 
assault, robbery 
as hate crime 

The Edmonton Police 
Service is investigating an 
alleged assault and robbery 
last week as a hate crime. 

EPS spokesperson Patiy- 
cia Thenu confirmed the 
news Monday in light of 
an attack on a 26-year-old 
man at 110 Street and 83 
Avenue at 9 p.m. Thursday 

Chevi Rabbit, an openly 
gay man who dresses as 
a woman, said he was 
walking when three male 
suspects drove past him, 
uttering disparaging com¬ 
ments. 

“I... continued to walk 
away. I was halfway dovm 
the street. I didn’t realize 
one of them had gotten 
out of the car, and the 
other two were in the car 
driving backwards down 
a one-way street,” Rabbit 
posted on Facebook. “I was 
attacked from behind and 
thrown to the (ground), 
(and) they stole my 
iPhone.” 

The three then fled in 
a silver 2000 Acura 3.2TL 
with a spoiler, said pohce. 

Kris Wells, chairman of 
the EPS sexual-minorities 
haison committee, said 
one positive that came 
out of this was that Rabbit 
received help from by¬ 
standers. Wells added hate 
crimes related to sexual 
orientation are hkely to be 
violent. 

The EPS hate-crimes 
unit has investigated 14 
incidents so far this year. 

“I think it’s a harsh 
reminder of the experience 
of many people within the 
LGBTQcoromunity,” said 
Wells.

Transit. ETS expands

The Alberta government re¬ 
sponded swiftly to the Brit¬ 
ish Columbia government’s 
conditions for the approval 
of the Northern Gateway 
pipeline. 

“British Columbians are 
fair and reasonable, but they 
have to have confidence that 
a fair share of benefits would 
come to this province be¬ 
fore we would consider sup¬ 
porting any such proposal,” 
the B.C. government said. 


That view was rebuffed by 
Premier Alison Bedford. 

She noted the National 
Energy Board review of the 
project and the extra $500 
million Enbridge is planning 
to spend on monitoring and 
safety, “mitigate the environ¬ 
mental risk and weaken the 
B.C. government’s argument 
for compensation based on 
potential risk,” Bedford said 
in a statement.

A ruptured natural-gas line 
started a house fire during 
contract work at a west Ed¬ 
monton home Monday after¬ 
noon.

Firefighters were able to 
shut off the gas, contain the 
blaze and then let it burn 
controlled for 90 minutes, he 
added. 

One woman was in the 
home at the time, but es¬ 
caped unharmed.

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Families watch dazed

Emotions run high 
in the courtroom 
with victims’ families 
expressing anger 


As accused Colorado gunman 
James Holmes made his first 
court appearance on Thurs¬ 
day, relatives of the shooting 
victims leaned forward in 
their seats to catch their first 
glimpse of him. Some stared 
at him the entire hearing, 
including Tom Teves, whose 
son, Alex, was killed in the 
shooting. Two women held 
hands tightly, one shaking 
her head. 

His dazed demeanour ap¬ 
peared to anger the relatives 
of some of the victims who 
attended the hearing and 
stared at him the entire time. 
David Sanchez, who waited 
outside the courthouse dur¬ 
ing the hearing, said his 
pregnant daughter escaped 
uninjured but her husband 
was shot in the head and 
was in critical condition. His 
daughter was delivering her 
baby on Monday. 

“When it’s your own 
daughter and she escaped 


death by mere seconds, I 
want to say it makes you 
angry,” Sanchez said. He said 
his daughter, 21-year-old 
Katie Medely, and her hus¬ 
band, Caleb, 23, had been 
waiting for a year to watch 
the movie. 

Asked what punishment 
Holmes should get if con¬ 
victed, Sanchez said, “I think 
death.” 

As investigators tried to 
piece together Holmes’ life 
and apparent breakdown, 
his family was scheduled to 
speak Monday afternoon. 


A lawyer representing mem¬ 
bers of Holmes’ family, Lisa 
Damian, planned to hold 
a news conference in San 
Diego. 

Police have said Holmes 
began buying guns nearly 
two months before the 
shooting and that he re¬ 
ceived at least 50 packages in 
four months at his home and 
at school. 

Investigators found a Bat¬ 
man mask inside his apart¬ 
ment, a law-enforcement 
source said Sunday.

The evidence against a 
97-year-old former Canadian 
citizen accused of abusing 
Jews and helping deport 
thousands during the Holo¬ 
caust is much stronger than 
a similar case last year that 
ended in a high-profile ac¬ 
quittal, experts say. 

Hungarian Laszlo Csatary’s 
role as a police officer and 
chief of an internment camp 
from where 12,000 Jews were 
deported to their deaths in 
Auschwitz and other Nazi 
death camps is amply docu¬ 
mented and there are strong 
witness statements about his 
brutality, they said. 

Authorities charged 
Csatary last week with “un¬ 
lawful torture of human be¬ 
ings,” accusing him of being 
present in 1944 when trains 
bound for death camps were 
loaded and sent on their way, 
regularly using a dog whip to 
strike detainees and in one 
case refusing to cut holes in 
a train car to allow people to 
breathe. He faces a maximum 
sentence of life in prison. 

“He ruled over life and 
death,” said Adam Gellert, 
an expert in international

criminal law who has been 
researching the Csatary case. 
“He deported people who 
were supposed to be spared 
and committed a series of 
sadistic acts.” 

Csatary was convicted in 
absentia for war crimes in 
Czechoslovakia in 1948 and 
sentenced to death. He ar¬ 
rived in Nova Scotia the fol¬ 
lowing year, became a Can¬ 
adian citizen in 1955 and 
worked as an art dealer in 
Montreal. 

He appears to have been 
living quietly in Budapest 
since 1997, when, Canadian 
authorities say, he left the 
country voluntarily to avoid 
deportation. Csatary’s citizen¬ 
ship had been revoked earlier 
on the grounds that he had 
lied about his past when he 
first immigrated to Canada.

Student exchanges. U.S. 
organization suspended 
over rule violations 


An organization that has 
brought thousands of foreign 
exchange students to the 
United States is telling its staff 
and host famihes that it will 
fight a State Department deci¬ 
sion to suspend the company 
from the popular visa program, 
according to an email obtained 
by The Associated Press. 

The San Diego-based Pacific 
Intercultural Exchange, or PIE, 
has been one of numerous 
companies designated by the 
State Department as an ofiicial 
sponsor to arrange exchanges 
for high school students. The 
sponsors often charge fees that 
can add up to thousands of dol¬ 
lars. The State Department sus¬ 
pended PIE from the program 
last week for imdisclosed rule 
violations.

A potential exodus of star 
athletes. No hope of play¬ 
ing in the post-season. More 
than a decade of accomplish¬ 
ments erased from the rec¬ 
ord books. And Joe Paterno’s 
legacy in shreds. 

Penn State football, a long¬ 
time powerhouse that was 
once one of the cleanest, most 
admired programs in college 
sports, escaped the so-called 
death penalty from the NCAA 
on Monday but was dealt a 


heavy blow that will cripple it 
for years to come. 

The university agreed to 
an unprecedented $60-million 
US fine, a four-year ban from 
post-season play and a cut in 
the number of football schol¬ 
arships it can award — the 
price it will pay for having 
looked the other way while 
Jeny Sandusky brought boys 
onto campus and molested 
them. 

The NCAA also erased 14 
years of victories, wiping out 
111 of Paterno’s wins and 
stripping him of his standing 
as the most successful coach 
in the history of big-time col¬ 
lege football. 

“Football 'will never again 
be placed ahead of educat¬ 
ing, nurturing and pro¬ 


tecting young people,” NCAA 
president Mark Emmert de¬ 
clared. 

Penn State meekly ac¬ 
cepted its punishment, pledg¬ 
ing to hold itself to high stan¬ 
dards of honesty and integrity. 

Nicole Lord, a senior, ques¬ 
tioned why Penn State’s stu¬ 
dent body, and especially its 
athletes, should be punished 
“for the wrongs of three men 
and a monster.” 

“They keep breaking our 
hearts and breaking our 
hearts and breaking our 
hearts,” she said. 

The NCAA’s punishment 
was announced a day after 
the school took down a statue 
of Paterno that stood outside 
Beaver Stadium.

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Syria threatens to use chemical weapons 



Desperate warning. 

Western concerns 
over long-suspected 
chemical stockpiles

Syria threatened Monday to 
unleash its chemical and bio¬ 
logical weapons if the coimtry 
faces a foreign attack, a desper¬ 
ate warning from a regime that 
has failed to crush a powerful 


and strengthening rebellion. 

The statement — S 3 n’ia’s 
first-ever acknowledgement 
that the country possesses 
weapons of mass destruction 
— suggests President Bashar 
Assad will continue the fight 
to stay in power, regardless of 
the cost. 

During a televised news 
conference Monday, For¬ 
eign Ministry spokesman 
Jihad Makdissi stressed that 
the weapons are secure and 
would only be used in the 
case of an external attack. 

“No chemical or biological 
weapons will ever be used, 
and I repeat, will never be 


used, during the crisis in S 3 n’ia 
no matter what the develop¬ 
ments inside S 3 n:ia,” he said. 
“All of these types of weapons 
are in storage and under se¬ 
curity and the direct super¬ 
vision of the S 3 n’ian armed 
forces and will never be used 
unless S 3 a’ia is exposed to ex¬ 
ternal aggression.” 

Israel and the U.S. are con¬ 
cerned that Syria’s stockpile 
of chemical weapons could 
fall into the hands of Islamist 
militants should the regime 
in Damascus collapse. 

Israeli Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu warned

Nationwide 
attacks kill 
at least 106 


A startling spasm of violence 
shook more than a dozen Iraqi 
cities Monday, killing more 
than 100 people in co-ordinat¬ 
ed bombings and shootings, 
and woimding twice as many 
in the coimtiy’s deadhest day 
in more than two years. 

The attacks came only days 
after al-Qaida annoimced it 
would attempt a comeback 
with a new offensive against 
Iraq’s weakened government. 

With the U.S. mihtaiy gone 
and the government mired in 
infighting, the Iraqi wing of 
al-Qaida has vowed to retake 
areas it once controlled and 
push the nation back toward 
civil war. 

Though there was no im¬ 
mediate claim of responsibility 
for Monday’s attacks, nearly all 
of them struck in the capital 
and in northern Iraqi cities 
where al-Qaida can most easily 
regain a foothold. 

So far this summer, mil¬ 
itants linked to al-Qaida have 
claimed responsibility for a 
steady drumbeat of attacks 
designed to keep the govern¬ 
ment off-balance as it struggles 
to overcome a power struggle 
that pits Simni and Kurdish 
leaders against the Shiite 
prime minister.

A man held on suspicion of 
helping to plan attacks against 
Israeli tourists in Cyprus dis¬ 
played similar behavioural pat¬ 
terns to a suicide bomber who 
killed six in a Bulgarian seaside 
resort, the island’s justice min¬ 
ister said Monday, but stopped 
short of drawing any links be¬ 
tween the two. 

Minister Loucas Louca said 


that the case was “very sensi¬ 
tive,” and although the actions 
were not similar “some pat¬ 
terns of his behaviour were the 
same as that of the terrorist in 
the Bulgarian terrorist attack.” 

Louca said the 24-year-old 
suspect belonged to an organiz¬ 
ation that is not on a European 
Union list of known terrorist

Egypt is allowing freer tempor¬ 
ary entry for Palestinians in 
an rmprecedented move that 
eases long-imposed travel re¬ 
strictions, particularly on Gaz¬ 
ans, Egyptian and Palestinian 
officials said Monday. 

The decision has caused 
confusion among security 
agencies — and appeared to 
bring some resistance. Some

Nexen to be acquired by 
Chinese firm for $15B US 



Takeover bid. Friendly 
deal with state-owned 
oil company still 
subject to approval by 
shareholders, regulators 
and government 


A major Canadian oil com¬ 
pany is being acquired by 
China National Offshore Oil 
Co. in a $15.1-billion US deal 
that, if successful, will be 
China’s largest-ever overseas 
acquisition. 

With promises of making 
Calgary the base of its West¬ 
ern-hemisphere operations, 
plans to list its shares on the 
Toronto Stock Exchange, and 
vows to keep all current Nex¬ 
en employees and manage¬ 
ment, CNOOC says its cash 
bid for Nexen shows they 
“are in Canada to invest.” 

“We intend to be a local 
company as much as a global 
one,” CNOOC chief executive 
Li Fanrong told reporters on 
a conference call Monday. 

The friendly deal is still 
subject to shareholder, regu¬ 


latory and government ap¬ 
proval — and CNOOC says 
it reached out to the federal 
government ahead of Mon¬ 
day’s announcement. 

The Chinese state-owned 
company will base its North 
and Central American oper¬ 
ations — including $8 billion 
in existing CNOOC assets — 
out of Calgary, said Li. 


For years leading up to 
Monday’s announcement, 
Nexen had been a perennial 
subject of takeover specula¬ 
tion. 

Nexen has faced num¬ 
erous challenges over the 
past few years, including 
the troubled launch of its 
Long Lake oilsands project 
in northern Alberta in late 


2008. The project has yet 
to come close to its design 
capacity of 72,000 barrels 
of bitumen per day due to a 
number of operational glitch¬ 
es, though performance has 
been improving in recent 
months. 

Last week, the company 
reported that second-quarter 
profits tumbled nearly 57 per 
cent as it took a charge on an 
unsuccessful well in the Gulf 
of Mexico. Late last year it 
was shouldered out of a ma¬ 
jor project in Yemen amid 
political strife in the Middle 
Eastern country. 

CNOOC already had a 35 
per cent stake in Long Lake 
after it took over Nexen’s 
erstwhile partner Opti Can¬ 
ada Ltd. for $2.1 billion last 
year. The two companies also 
work together in the Gulf of 
Mexico. 

The transaction still re¬ 
quires two-thirds of Nexen 
shareholders to approve 
the agreement at a special 
meeting to be held by Sept. 
21. Preferred shareholders 
would receive $26 in cash, 
plus accrued dividends.

On one particularly imcomfortable drive back to Canada, I 
ripped off the price tags and wore five pairs of Victoria’s Secret 
imderwear underneath a newly acquired pair of Abercrombie and 
Fitch jeans in order to avoid paying duty on my purchases. It was 
all part of the thrill of cross-border buying — the cheap exoticism 
of American brands and an all-you-can-eat pasta dinner at the 
Ohve Garden. 

But over the years, U.S. 
stores have been rapidly infil¬ 
trating the Canadian retail land¬ 
scape and the appeal of these 
stateside shopping excursions 
has waned considerably. Now a 
second wave of American retail 
occupation is coming in the 
form of high-profile depart¬ 
ment stores. 

Designer-discount empor¬ 
ium Marshalls moved into 
Ontario in 2011. Target will 
be setting up shop in vacated 
Zellers sites across the coimtiy 
next year. Now rumours are 
circulating that upscale retailer

Our homegrown retailers are closing their doors to make way 
for monolithic bom-in-the-U.S A department stores — cavern¬ 
ous labyrinths filled with never-before-seen snack foods and 
discoimted American-fiag bikinis — and yet aU we seem to care 
about is the fact that we’U be able to buy aU of Oprah’s favourite 
things close to home. 

For many consumers, if the price is right, it doesn’t really 
matter where it comes from. Who needs patriotism when you can 
buy a Jason Wu for Target dress at $54.99? 

I’ll admit the gingham-loving prepster in me whooped for 
joy when J.Crew annoimced it would be bringing its Cape Code 
couture across the border. But the thrill was short-lived as I soon 
realized that they wouldn’t be importing the attractive price tags 
along with their colourful sweater sets. 

Target’s mission statement might be “Expect more, pay less,” 
but I suspect Canadians won’t be enjoying their designer collabor¬ 
ations at the same reasonable prices as our American neighbours. 

Canadian shoppers will probably get over the novelty of these 
American imports relatively quickly, and then what? Target and 
Nordstrom will just become more chain stores in a depressing 
landscape of big-box retailers.

WWF begins 
Arctic expedition 

A polar bear and her cub are 
seen resting on an iceberg in 
the Arctic Ocean in Canada. 

Imagine a future when 
most of the Arctic’s summer 
sea ice has melted, leaving 
the last ice area in the High 
Arctic Ocean. 

Researchers have pro¬ 
jected that the Canachan 
High Actic and Northern 
Greenland will be the last 
place where sea ice will 


persist past 2050. 

Teaming up with the 
WWF, Metro will track a voy¬ 
age to the last ice area. 

A team of researchers 
and WWF experts will sail 
some 7,000 kilometres over 
the course of six weeks, 
from Greenland all the way 
to Nimavut, speaking to 
commimities along the way 
that will be affected by the 
continued thinning of the 
sea ice. 

The team’s findings 
during each stop will be 
documented in video blogs, 
photos and interviews.

“So many locked doors 
and they all have to be 
opened!” exclaims Ulysses 
Pick (Jason Patric, niftily 
cast), the tumbled central 
figure of Keyhole, Guy 
Maddin’s mad melange of 
melodramatic ghosts and 
meddlesome mobsters. The 
literary spawn of Joyce and 
Homer, Ulysses isn’t one for 
convention: he and his gang 
bust into a house that’s 
inhabited by restless spirits 
(and a stuffed wolverine), 
surroimded by cops and 
racked by a thunderstorm 
(“Man’s weather!” in his es¬ 
timation). “Remember, Ulys¬ 
ses, remember!” exhorts the 
ghost of Ulysses’ late father 
(Louis Negin), who resides 
upstairs, naked and chained 
suspiciously close to Hya- 
cinthe (Isabella Rossellini), 
his daughter and Ulysses’ 
ex, who also appears to be 
extinguished. Keyhole is suf¬ 
fused with genuine sadness, 
straight from the imbridled 
ID of Maddin (and Freud), 
but much mirth intrudes.

Dr. Anthony Fauci told 
the International AIDS 
Conference Monday 
that it won’t be easy or 
happen overnight. In his 
words, “no promises, 
no dates but we know it 
can happen.” Fauci says 
that “we want to get 
to the end of AIDS” but 
that “a lot of people, a 
lot of countries, a lot of 
regions have a lot to do.” 
Topping that list of tools 
is better treatment of 
people who already have 
HIV, so they’re less likely 
to spread the virus. But 
Fauci also called male 
circumcision a “stunning¬ 
ly successful” step, point¬ 
ing to part of Uganda 
that’s stressing that step.

If available, 
ahi tuna is the best quality. 

Served with this slaw, it 
makes for a very sophisti¬ 
cated dish.

Yes, absolutely 

First, let’s talk about love. 
You never know when cupid 
will strike and it’s always nice 
to know that if something 
happens to you, a future be¬ 
loved will have some financial 
security. And life insurance 


at 30 is much cheaper than 
it will be 15 years down the 
road, especially if you develop 
a condition like high blood 
pressure along the way. 

Another reason singles 
might want life insurance 
is for a charitable donation. 
Jeanine, a passionate volun¬ 
teer dog walker, loved the 
idea of providing a bequest to 
her local animal shelter. 

Also, she hadn’t thought 
of insurance as a way to cre¬ 
ate an inheritance for her 
three nieces and a nephew.

For others with spouses and 
children, there are many good 
reasons to have term hfe insur¬ 
ance (rather than whole life, 
which includes a savings com¬ 
ponent).

financiaUy devastating. 

And workplace benefits 
usuaUy end when the job does. 

There are two rules of 
thumb to determine how 
much insurance is needed. 
One option is an amount that 
will pay off all debts, includ¬ 
ing mortgage. Or you could 
look at it as income replace¬ 
ment. Plan for at least three 
to five years based on the 
highest earner. 

TypicaUy term insurance 
pohcies run for 10, 20 or 30 
years. You can renew but your 
rates wiU increase as you age. 
There are also term-to-100 poh¬ 
cies, called permanent hfe in¬ 
surance. Often you can convert 
a term policy to a permanent 
one before the age of 70. 



Canada’s new mortgage rules: Friend or foe?

While enjo 3 hng the sunshine 
at my local public pool on 
the weekend, I read up on 
the Government of Canada’s 
newly tightened mortgage 
lending rules. 

For the average Canadian 
home buyer, the change in the 
amortization period — how 
long it takes to pay off the 
mortgage — from 30 years 
to 25 years could translate ^ 
into $300 of reduced cash 
flow each month. 

That’s equal to a 
couple’s grocery bill 
or a family’s annual 
school supphes. Over 
the course of a year 
that adds up to $3,600 
— a family vacation, 

RRSP contribution or 
college tihtion. But, con¬ 
sider that $300 in reduced 
cash flow an opportunity 
to build equity, not money 
for your one-night 
party in Whistler. 


The reason for the change 
to the lending rules is to cool 
down Canada’s hot real estate 
market by reducing the bor¬ 
rowing capacity of homebuy- 
ers, who in recent months 
have been warned about the 
perils of soaring debt levels — a 
product of lax lending policies. 

Though the new rules make 
it harder to borrow larger sums 
of money, they promote fm- 
gal living, which 


translates into less stress and a 
stronger bottom line. A shorter 
amortization period will save 
Canadians boatloads of inter¬ 
est. It also forces buyers to 
think twice about purchasing 
a home that is too pricey 
The drawbacks associated 
with the new rules are that for 
existing homeowners with 30 
to 40-year amortization per¬ 
iods, switching lenders or re¬ 
financing will be tough 
because they’ll have to 
re-quahfy under the new 
rules. Simply renewing 
with your existing lender 
shouldn’t be an issue. 

If you’re in the 
home-buying market, 
don’t get bummed 
out that you can’t 
borrow as much. 
Consider it an op¬ 
portunity to save 
more of a down 
payment, look for 
a less expensive 
home and nego¬ 


tiate harder on pnce. 

For existing homeowners, 
these rules should act as addi¬ 
tional motivation to build 
more equity and not accumu¬ 
late additional debt.

CFL. Commish Cohon 
gives towering DT 
2 -game suspension for 
hyperextending arm of 
Eskimos lineman 


The CFL has suspended Khalif 
Mitchell for two games without 
pay after the B.C. Lions defen¬ 
sive tackle hyperextended the 
arm of Edmonton offensive 
lineman Simeon Rottier on Fri¬ 
day night. 

The league armounced the 
disciphnaiy action Monday 
evening after CFL commission¬ 
er Mark Cohon held a hearing 
via telephone with Mitchell 
and a representative of the 
CFL Players’ Association. They 
discussed the incident, which 
happened during the Eskimos’ 
27-14 win. 

The suspension is signifi¬ 
cant by CFL standards because 
it’s the longest issued by Cohon. 
In fact, only three players have 
served a one-game ban since 
Cohon succeeded Tom Wright 
as commissioner in 2007. 

“Any play that unnecessarily 
puts one of our players at risk 
of serious injuiy will be met 
with discipline,” Cohon said in 
a statement. 

Late in the first half. Rot- 
tier’s right arm became lodged 
between Mitchell’s arm 
and body. The six-foot-five, 
316-pound defensive tackle vio-

lently pulled on Rottier’s arm, 
bending it grotesquely in an im- 
natural fashion that resulted in 
the joint being hyperextended.

ical attention. The six-foot-six, 
295-pound Rottier, a native of 
Westlock, Alta., and in his first 
season with Edmonton, left the 
game and although he returned 
in the second half, he remained 
on the sidelines for the rest of 
the contest. 

No penalty was called on the 
play. 

Under terms of the col¬ 


lective bargaining agreement 
between the CFL and its play¬ 
ers, Mitchell can appeal the 
league’s decision. 

After Friday’s game, Es¬ 
kimos offensive lineman Greg 
Wojt took to social media to 
express his behef that Mitchell 
tried to hurt Rottier.

Canada’s road to London has 
been a bumpy one. 

Equestrian champion 
Eric Lamaze’s horse died 
during a competition, Alex¬ 
andre Despatie smacked his 
head on the diving board, 
triathlete Paula Findlay has 
been hindered by a hip in¬ 
jury, and a star hurdlers 
Perdita Felicien and Priscilla 
Lopes-Schliep didn’t even 
make the Olympic team. 

Three-time world cham¬ 
pion boxer Mary Spencer 
required divine intervention 
by the International Olym¬ 
pic Committee just to get to 
the Games. 

And then there was cyc¬ 
list Ryder Hesjedal, who 
went down in a pile of bod¬ 
ies and bikes during the 
Tour de France. The silver 
lining is he’ll get some rest 
before the men’s road race 
and time trial in London. 

But Canada’s athletes will 
put the pre-Games bad luck 
behind them when the Sum¬ 


mer Olympics officially kick 
off with Friday’s opening 
ceremonies in East London. 


Gompetition starts ear¬ 
lier than that, though. Gan- 
ada faces Japan in a prelim¬ 


inary-round women’s soccer 
match Wednesday. 

Simon Whitfield, winner 
of triathlon gold in 2000 and 
silver in 2008, will carry the 
Maple Leaf into the opening 
ceremonies and represent 
the 277 Ganadians compet¬ 
ing. 

Ganada’s objective of a 
top-12 finish among the 200- 
odd countries is a reach. 


Patience necessary 


Canada was a slow starter in 
both 2004 and 2008. 


• The opening seven days 
of competition in Athens 
produced one bronze 
medal. Canada was shut 
out the first seven days in 
Beijing. 


Using the 2008 Olympics 
in Beijing as a gauge, Gan- 
ada needs 24 medals, which 
would be the most ever 
for this country at a non- 
boycotted Summer Games. 
The previous high was 22 in 
1996. 

Ganada tied for 14th in 
Beijing with 18 and won just 
12 in Athens in 2004 to fin¬ 
ish 19th. 

The country isn’t as deep 
in summer-sport talent as it 
is in winter. Ganada can’t af¬ 
ford any more misfortune if 
it is to finish among the top- 
dozen countries in London. 

“Top 12 in 2012 is an 
ambitious goal, but when 
you’re striving for new lev¬ 
els of excellence, that’s 
always going to be challen¬ 
ging,” says Ghris Overholt, 


chief executive officer of the 
Ganadian Ol 3 mipic Gommit- 
tee. 

Think of the total num¬ 
ber of medals to be won 
as a pie. Ghina, the United 
States, host Britain, Russia, 
Germany and Australia will 
eat almost half of it. 

Japan, France, Italy and 
South Korea will fork out 
healthy slices for them¬ 
selves. Ganada has to elbow 
aside Spain, Guba, Belarus, 
Brazil, the Netherlands and 
Ukraine to get a piece. 

“The medal race is so, 
so tight,” says Anne Merk¬ 
linger, head of the Own the 
Podium program. “We know 
one medal is going to make 
the difference between 13th 
and 20th.” 

If you put stock in such 
things, a USA Today online 
projector forecasts that Gan¬ 
ada will win 18 medals again 
with five gold, six silver and 
seven bronze. 

USA Today says the num¬ 
ber is “based on an algo¬ 
rithm that monitors ath¬ 
letes’ performances leading 
up to the Games.” 

Sports Illustrated pro¬ 
jects 17 medals (2-8-7) for 
Ganada.
